Claims 1, 3-5, 7, 8, and 17-19 have been amended. Claims 15 and 16 have been 
cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-14 and 17-19 (Renumbered as 1-17) are allowed. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

4. Regarding claim 1 , the main reason for indication of allowable subject matter is 
because the prior art fails tot each or reasonably suggest, including all the elements of 
the present claim, frame rate conversion means connected to the control means and an 
external device, the frame rate conversion means for converting a frame rate of a 
second image signal, supplied from the external device, to the output frame rate of the 
first image signal based upon the synchronization signal; and monitor image generation 
means, connected to the frame-addition processing means and the frame rate 
conversion means, for generating a monitor image signal for display by a monitor by 
using the first image signal and the second image signal. Although the prior art teaches 
the concept of combining multiple video signals having different frame rates, the prior 
art fails to teach that the frame rate of a signal from an external source is matched to 
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the signal generated in the device that receives the signal from the external device to 
combine both signals for display. 

5. Regarding claim 5 (Renumbered as 10), the main reason for indication of 
allowable subject matter is because the prior art fails tot each or reasonably suggest, 
including all the elements of the present claim, a frame rate conversion portion 
connected to the control portion and external device, the frame rate conversion portion 
converts a frame rate of a second image signal, supplied from the external device, to 
the output frame rate of the first image signal based upon the synchronization signal; 
and monitor image generation portion, connected to the frame-addition processing 
portion and the frame rate conversion portion, that generates a monitor image signal for 
display by a monitor by using the first image signal and the second image signal.
